and plunged 
into 
the sand 
dunes, a wreck of twisted iron 
and steel while traveling at the 
rate of 202 miles an hour. 
Bible, a novice in the racing 
game, was killed instantly 
as 
was Charles Traub, a 
Pathe 
:News camera man 
who was 
struck by the speeding machine. 
The aceident occurred after 
Bible had negotiated the mile 
run at 202 mUes an hour. The 
m achine was demolished. 
A 
panic reigned among spectators 
in the grandstand as cars and 
an ambulance rushed 
to the 
(scenes of the tragedy . 
First reports reaching the tim ­ 
ing pit were to the effect that 
Bible ran too far out towards 
the water and in attem pting to 
correct his steering swung the 
wheel of the car and was unable 
to bring it back on its proper 
course. He spun around on the 
course and 
crashed 
into 
the 
sand dunes with a terrific im­ 
pact.

Bible had been given approval 
of the American Automobile As* 
sociation to make the record a t­ 
tem pt after a series 
of tests 
^y esterday in which he satisfied 
officials of his qualifications. 
His mount rolled about a hun­ 
dred feet before coming to 
a 
stop. The cameraman, unable to 
move from his tracks, was m an­ 
gled, his body being hurled a 
great distance. 
The bodies of Bible and the 
photographer were picked up 
and taken to a mortuary . The 
accident was the second fatal 
one to occur on the beach in a 
y ear. Frank Lockhart, a daring

- Especial-point is given this belief .by a recent 


statement by Craig B. Hazelwood, president of 
the American Bankers Association. 


Mr. Hazlewood declares that American busi- 


ness needs young men and women who can think 
clearly more than it needs anything else. To be 
sure there are men whose natural capacities are 
so g^eat that they triumph in spite of the lack of 
an education; the names of Ford, Edison and 
Pupin come readily to mind. But as a general 
thme it must be conceded that the man with a 
trained mind has an enormous advantage over 
the man whose mind is untrained. 


Mr Hazlewood explains his statement by 


pointing out that nothing is static or fixedI in the 
world of business. Each year some old precept 
or tradition is overthrown; each year some new 
phase of business or industrial operation is dis- 
covered 
The business man and industrialist 


consequently, cannot stand stilL 
They cannot 


rest content with old methods and old viewpoints. 
They must move forward constantly, or perish. 


Hence, arises the need for young people, who, 


in Mr. Hazlewood's words, "knows how to think. 


-Business problems are crowding in on us so 


rapidly that the executive knows not where to 
look for adequate help or relief," he says. 
With 


the enormous increase in size and intricacies of 
business affairs, the problems have become so 
complicated and the mass of information neces- 
sary to their solution so great that the days aie 
not long enough. The demand for managerial 
and executive ability is rushing ^head —_"** 
opportunity for young men and women ^o have 
the professional training and genuine thmkmg 
power is greater than ever." 


Obviously, the young man who puts his ed- 


' ucation above everything else is acting very 


wisely.

VILLAGE "SMITHIE" VANISHES. 


The village blacksmith, whose anvil always 


was distinctly heard in most localities a few years 
ago and who was immortalized by Longfellow in 
his poem, is rapidly disappearing from our com- 
munities. 


With the blacksmith vanishing, there are 


also many other similar trades that are being 
shoved back, due to our modern day form ol 
civilization. 
The' younger generation is not 


seeking these trades any more. 


The government has bumped up against this 


proposition and has found that the horses and 
mules in service are in need of blacksmiths. Two 
hundred thousand hoofs needing periodic atten- 
tion have caused the army to abandon its efforts 
to find trained horseshoers in civil life and 
forced the establishment of schools within the 
army to turn soldiers into expert horseshoers. 


It;* all the result of the passing of the horse 


from city life. 
Horseshoeing has become one 


of the lost arts, an army announcement explains. 
During a canvass of New York City only two op- 
prentice horseshoers were found at work. 


Where for years the army has depended upon 


ready-trained mechanics and artisans for the 
bulk of its technical assistance, the established 
order is now to be reversed. At every post in the 
United States army where mounted troops.are 
stationed there will be a school at which horse- 
shoeing will be taught to soldiers. 


According to the war department announce- 


ment the army today uses about fifty thousand 
mules and horses, and in a mobilization tha. 
number would be increased to at least two hun- 
dred 
thousand animals. 
A corps of skilled 


horseshoers would become a pressing necessity 
during an emergency, in the view of army 
officers.

The 
highways have become consid- 
erably safer and the accident 
and death tolls have-been mater- 
ially reduced," Baldridge said. 


Here are the provisions of the. 


Cooper measure: 


In congested areas of cities 


and Tillages—if

speed limit now provided by sta- 
tute is 15 miles per hour. Coop- 
er's bill would raise this speed 
limit to 20 miles an hour. 
In all other areas of cities and 


villages the speed limit stipulat- 


ed in present law, is 25 miles an 
hour. The Cooper measure would 
lift this limit to 30 miles an 
hour. 
In the open country, the speed 


limit, as fixed by present law, is 
40 miles an ho*r. The Cooper 
bill would erase this limit alto- 
gether and replace it with a pro- 
vision spying in substance that 
the speed legally may be what 
the road conditions permit, pro-
